BODY THOUGHT TO BE 
HIS LAY IN CASKET 


Was Victim of Carruthers Wreck 
and Bore Remarkabie Simil- 
arity to Living Man

HAMILTON, Nov. 19.—Tonight | 
John Thompson walked into his home 
where the members of his family were 
gathered about a casket supposed to 
contain his dead body, cast up by the 
waters of Lake Huron, following the. 
storm of last week. 

On Monday Thomas Thompson re- 
ceived a message from his daughter 
at Sarnia that his brother John was 
aboard the steamer James Carruthers 
when it sank last week on Lake 
Huron, He at once left for Goderich 
where a number of bodies from the 
Carruthers had been washed ashore, 
and were in the morgue. He reached 
that place late at night, and was at 
once shown a number of the bodies 
that ley there awaiting identification. 

One of these he picked out as his! 
son's. It was taken home and burial 
arrangements made for tomorrow | 
morning. On the arm were initials 
“J. T.” and other marks of identifi- 
cation. 

About five o'clock this evening, 
John Thompson walked into his home 
after having read that he was dead, 
and looked at the remains that were 
supposed to be his. The resemblance 
between his face and that of the 
corpse was striking even then and it 
was not difficult to understand how 
the father and other members of the 
family were deceived. 

The son informed the members of 
his family that he had read while in 
Toronto that he was reported dead, 
and did not reach this city until to- 
day, not having in the meantime sent 
word to the family that he was alive. | 
He explained he. did not sail on the 
Carruthers, but left on the Canada, | 
which he left when she reached the 
Welland Canal. From there, he made 
his way to Montreal and then went 
hack to Toronto, where he read what 
the late Mark Twain called the ‘‘ex- 
aggerated report of his death.”

John 8. Ewart Urges Establish- 
ment of Ciubs to Carry Out 
Nation Idea 


John S. Ewart, K.C., who addressed 
the Canadian Club yesterday is widely 
known as the author of “The Kingdom 
Papers,” in which he discusses the 
question of Canadian sovereignty. Mr. 
Ewart has. been following out this 
line of thought and has been seeking 
to educate others in his own beliets 
for a number of years. At first he 
pursued his campaign in a rather 
desultory fashion, but eventually de- 
cided to crystalize his policy in pub- 
lished form. Sixteen issues of King- 
dom Papers have already appeared 
and others will follow as Mr. Ewart 
finds time and opportunity. He de- 
frays postage on their distribution and 
is glad to receive the names of per-| 
sons who would Iike to read them. 

Form Kingdom Clubs, 

More recently he has hit upon the 
idea of establishing Kingdom Clubs, 
which are to be local centres of edu- 
cation along the lines advocated = by 
him, The first of these clubs has just 
been organized in Vancouver, where)

These clubs are not 


astic followers. 
to be in any way rivals of the Can- 
adian Clubs, with which Mr. Ewart 


is in hearty sympathy. They will, 
however, be especially for the study 
of Canada’s constitutional position and 
the dissemination of information upon 
this subject.

Mexicans Are Not Disturbed by 
Report of Coming of British 
Squadron

MBXICO CITY, Nov, 19—Specula- 
tion as to what President Wilson in 
tends to do in the face of the Mexti- 
can difleulty was increased today by 


the Knowledge that the American 
charge d'affaires, Nelson O'Shaugh- 
nessy, had received new instructions 


from Washington to wait at his post 
for further instructions and that im- 
portant matters were under consider- 
ation, 

The announcement that a British 
squadron was coming to Mexican wa- 
ters created keen interest, but in the 
Mexican mind was reassuring rather 
than otherwise, because the Mexican 
people continue to look upon Great 
Britain as a friend. In official quar- 
ters the despatch of the squadron was 
styled ps an act of courtesy. 

The foreign colonies in the 
can capital are preparing to detend 
themselves in the event of disturb- 
ances in the city, and particularly 
should the final settlement be left 
to the Mexicans themselves. Both 
Sir Lionel Carden and Admiral Von 
Hintz, the British and German min- 
isters respectively, have suggested to 
their nations the advisability of per- 


Mexi- 


fecting some sort of a defence or- 
ganization, 
No such advice has been given to 


the Americans, but committees are 
quietly working out a plan of de- 
fence, and it is possible that there will 
be formed 4 general organization, em- 
bracing the American, British, Ger- 
man and Austrian residents. 

The American charge d'affaires to- 
day attended a reception given to the 
diplomats to General Huerta at Chap- 
ultepec Castle, It was an elaborate

OTTAWA, Nov. 19 The Roya! 
North West Mounted Police post at 
Herschell Island will this winter, have 
to be abandoned and the detachmen( 
of four men with their five dogs may 
be compelled to drop back to Fort Me- 
Pherson, 

The Belvedere which sailed 
Nome, Alaska, last July with provi 
sions for the post at Herschell, has 
never reached its destination and it 
is said it has either met with disaste: 
or has been frozen in the ice. Though 
the post always carries a good supply 
of provisions it is not thought that 
the quantity will be sufficient for the 
winter, 

Should the post be abandoned all 
chance of the police getting in touch 
with Stefansson or his parties would 
be dissipated. The Dawson patrol will 
leave the Yukon capital about Christ- 
mas Day, travelling by dog train with 
the mails for Fort McPherson, a dis- 
tance of 700 miles. 

The patrol will stay about ten days 
at the Fort and return, reaching Daw- 
som some time in March. It was on 
this pacrol that the late Inspector Fitz- 
gerald and his companions lost their 
lives.

THE CHIEF EXECUTIVE OFFICER 
iditor Bulletin, 

Sir,—Much has been said and writ- 
ten about our present city charter, 
ind still more might be said and writ- 
ten about that same legislative act 
lis paternity has been disputed, ac- 
Knowledged and denied, and before 
the last word has been said about it, 
ils presumptive parent will have dis- 
cerned with the eagle eye of sus- 
picion the lineaments of some other 
and less worthy sire. Its real pro- 
genitors are not far to seek, and us- 
ing the language of veterinary science 
it may be said to be by Ontario 
Municipal Act out of Municipal Utili- 
ties Ordinance 1900, 

From its ancestry there is nothing 
to indicate failure and if its results 
have not been as successful as was 
expected the fault lics mainly with its 
trainers and jockeys, In one res- 
pect, however, it possesses a very 
grave defect, one which was hardly 
noticeable until this present year of 
grace, and if it be a reasonable as- 
sumption that the people of this city 
are no longer satisfied with the re- 
sults which ure being achieved in 
local municipal government, the cul- 
iminating evidence has been obtained 
through that defect and through the 
agency of the very individual who 
cliims to have been the legitimate 
paternal progenitor of the city char- 
ter, The chief defect to which 1 
refer is that which constitutes the 
mayor the chief executive officer, 
This is taken from the Ontario Muni- 
cipal Act. On the other hand, the 
Ordinance of 1900 provides for an 
administrative board designated com- 
missioners, Now how is it possible 
for the mayor to properly exercise 
independent executive powers when a 
board of commissioners has once been 


appointed by the council? In this 
lies the Kernel of the trouble ex- 
perienced this year. The commis- 


Slioners have been ignored and flouted 
by the mayor personally and by the 
counell, Two of the commissioners 
unfortunately, yielded to the pressure, 


a LL 


and one resisted. The one who exer- 
cised with courage his right to differ 
with the mayor has been subjected 
to & treatment of which perhaps, in 
the interests of the eredit of the city, 
the léss said the better. 

In the event of the proposed new 
system of civic government failing to 
obtain the support of the people, I 
would urge that the present charter 
be amended so as to entirely remove 
the mayor (except as a spectator) 
from the commission board, and fur- 
ther, to have the mayor elected by 
the aldermen from one of their num- 
ber, instead of a direct election by 
the people, The removal of the 
mayor from the commission would 
take away the principal need for 
direct election, 

in support of this suggested change, 
1 would point to the prinetpal advan- 
tage of an appointed commission over 
committees of the council, which 
lies in continuity of administrative 
policy. How is this to be obtained 
if every year or so a new factor’ is 
introduced into the administration 
with all the powers of a chief execu- 
tive officer directly elected by the 
people? Never has the folly of such 
a system been 80 well demonstrated 
as during the present year. Ill-con- 
sidered changes jin administrative 
policy and hasty legislation have re- 
sulted in chaos and have brought 
about a state of despairing resigna- 
tion on the part of the city officials, 
which is in the last degree detrimental 
to the interests of the city. 

1 need not go over the melancholy 
sequence of futile suggestions, ap- 
pointinents and instructions for which 
Mr. Short has been responsible’ this 
year as they have been only too well 
udvertised to require recapitulation. 
They simply demonstrate. the neces- 
sity of removing the mayor from the 
administration if the present system 
of government is to have a chance of 
showing its feasibility. Some of the 
candidates for the office of aldermen 
are reported to have a desire for such 
office in order to carry on the present 
policy, and thus to prevent ill-con- 
sidered changes. This only goes to 
prove the correctness of my assertion 
as to where the main weakness lies. 
What would those same candidates 
have said to the changes made during 
this year had they ween in office at 
the time? They fear that a change 
of mayor will mean more changes in 
policy, which is a reasonable enough 
cause for fear, as no man in a sound 
state of mind could possibly continue 
what now exists; yet that very fear is 
itself proof of my argument. 

I may say that I am_ writing on 
these matters with the hope of induc- 
ing the public to take greater interest 
in the government of the city in which 
they affect to have such pride.—Yours
